Anything smaller is            
considered yard waste and can be put out with your 
Tuesday trash collection in the appropriate container 
and anything larger than 6” in diameter we are unable 
to pick up.

New in 2023 will be the implementation of “carts” (rolling recycling 
and trash containers). We anticipate cart delivery in Spring of 2023.  

Carts will be rolled out by community. Once your carts arrive you 
should begin using them on your next service day. Trash collection 
will remain weekly, and recycling will remain bi-weekly. 

All residents will be receiving one 96-gallon cart for recyclables and 
one 96-gallon cart for trash. One 96-gallon recycling cart can hold 
up to five times as much recycling as your current 18-gallon recycling 
bin and one 96-gallon trash cart can hold up to three 20-35 gallon 
cans of trash.
